Vatican condemns ‘errors’ 


People of God STILL infallible 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith, reaffirmed the oneness and infalli- 
bility of the Catholic Church and the truth 
of dogmatic formulas. 


It also reaffirmed the necessity of the 
ordained priesthood for the valid cele- 
bration of Mass. 


The congregation explained “a number 
of truths concerning the mystery of the 
Church which at the present time are 
being either denied or endangered.” 


WITH APPROVAL and ratification of 
Pope Paul, the congregation issued a 15- 
page “Declaration in Defense of the 
Catholic Doctrine of the Church Against 
Certain Errors of the Present Day.” It was 
dated June 24. 


Main points of the declaration are: 


— There is only one Church of Christ, 
which, ‘constituted and organized in this 
world as a society, subsists in the Catholic 
Church.” 


ee The Church is‘infallible in matters of 
faith and morals when: 


(1) “The whole People of God 
unhesitatingly holds a point of doc- 
trine pertaining to these matters;”’ 


(2) The bishops ‘“‘scattered through- 
out the world but teaching in com- 
munion with the successor of Peter 
present a doctrine to be held 
irrevocably;”’ 


(3) “The bishops by a collegial act 
(as in ecumenical councils), together 
with their visible head, define a doc- 
trine to be held;” or 


(4) The Pope speaks “ex cathedra, 
that is, when... through his supreme 
apostolic authority he defines a doc- 
trine concerning faith or morals to be 
held by the universal Church.” 


— Dogmatic formulas may be incom- 
plete and depend on the circumstances 
and conditions under which the expres- 
sions were formulated; and they may not 
have the same suitability for communicat-

ing the truth at all times and places; but 
“to those who interpret them correctly” 
they are always suitable, and “the mean- 


ing of dogmatic formulas... remains ever 


true and constant in the Church.” 
— The ordained priesthood is perma- 


_ nent, and for a Mass to be valid it must 


be celebrated by an ordained priest. 

The congregation condemned the fol- 
lowing ideas, saying that they cannot be 
held by Catholics: 


— “To imagine that Christ’s Church is 
nothing more than a collection (divided, 


And don’t forget 
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but still possessing a certain unity) of 
Churches and ecclesial communities.” 


— “To hold that Christ’s Church nowhere 
really exists today and that it is to be con- 
sidered only as an end which all Churches 
and ecclesial communities must strive to 
reach.” ° 


— “To see in the Church merely a funda- 
mental permanence in truth which, as 
some assert, could be reconciled with 
errors contained here and there in the 
propositions that the Church’s magis- 
terium teaches to be held irrevocably, as 
also in the unhesitating assent of the 
People of God concerning matters of faith 
and morals.” 


— The opinion “that dogmatic formulas 
(or some category of them) cannot signify 
truth in a determinate way, but can only 
offer changeable approximations to it, 
which to a certain extent distort or alter 
ite 

— The opinion “that these formulas sig- 
nify the truth only in an indeterminate 
way, this truth being like a goal that is con- 
stantly being sought by means of such 
approximations.” 


The Vatican congregation also con- 
demned the practice of Catholics attempt- 
ing to perform the eucharistic sacrifice 
without priestly ordination. “Such an 
abuse... must clearly be eliminated by 
the pastors of the Church,” the congrega- 
tion said.

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It just takes time 


Probably one of the longest waits in the world’is that of a 
mother in a hospital waiting room while her offspring is in 
surgery and recovery. Sharing that wait recently, it occurred 
to me that healing just cannot be rushed. It may be helped 
along a little, but it takes time for nature to do it well. 


It seems to be true of most matters of natural growth and 
development that they always take time. And it’s bound to 
take even more time to repair what nature formed. To a man 
in traction for over a month, the dirtiest word in the English 
language is, “‘time’’. . . “It just takes time.” 


The same is true, however, of the learning process, in- 
cluding religious education. The message, or ‘‘doctrine,”’ 
“may be of divine origin, but we are natural human beings 
and it takes time to‘assimilate that gospel. It can’t be really 
‘learned”’ from one short book or in one short year. Learning 
is a growing and developing process and religious educators 
— teachers and parents alike — must take the time to give 
students good Christian formation. 


But relearning is an even slower — and more painful — 
process; like healing. People should be willing to spend the 


_' time reviewing and rethinking their faith if they are to enjoy 
a healthy faith-life. And professional educators must be 


patient with those recovering from the shock of new and 
different understandings of our faith. That takes a little time.

Well-used shovel breaks 
ground for home for aging

WHEN THE Poor Sisters 
of Nazareth built their 
present boarding grade 
school adjacent to Mission 
San Diego de Alcala in 1924, 
they saved the ground- 
breaking shovel. 


Last Sunday, Bishop Leo 
T. Maher used the same 
shovel to turn the first spade 
of earth for the sisters’ new 
Nazareth Home for the 
Aging on an eight-acre bluff 
overlooking their school and 
convent. 


Mother Francis Anthony, 
superior of the Poor Sisters, 
noted that the identical 
shovel also was used in 1948 
by Bishop Charles F. Buddy 
when he broke ground for the 
University of San Diego on 


the Aleala Park campus. 


THE NAZARETH home 
will have rooms for singles 
and married couples, with 
each room leading to a 
courtyard. It will ac- 
commodate 110 residents in 
two major wings. The 
structure also will have a 
chapel for daily Mass, dining 
rooms, an auditorium; an 


arts, crafts and hobbies 
center — and a_ beauty 
parlor. 


It will have a nursing unit 
for minor health care with a 
24-hour nurse.

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A time to keep

Get the message 


One of the demonstration tapes heard at the com- 
munication institute at Loyola University, New 
Orleans, last month repeated constantly ‘‘Get the 
message, get the message.’’ We were 53 participants 
getting the message on how to ‘‘get the message’’ to 
the world through microphones and_ television 
cameras. 


Catholics have the finest message in the world, but 
how well do we put it over? Person to person, pulpit to 
parishioners, newspapers to readers, radio to 
listeners, television and movies to viewers — the 
channels are there. What use do we make of them? 
How effective are we when we do use the media? 


The accent at the Institute for Religious Com- 
munications was on radio and television. The sorry 
story was that the Church has not really “‘got the 
message”’ that the message must use the media ef- 
fectively. True, there’s little real appeal in a pon- 
tificating prelate on television, but do we have to stop 
at that? Of course not. All of us Christians, by our very 
calling, have a message which the media can use — if 
we present it well. 


Heat and humidity 


New Orleans seems to keep an almost permanent 
summer temperature around 90 plus and a humidity 
factor in the same range. Though virtually surrounded 
by water — with the Mississippi ensnaking it on three 
sides and Lake Pontchartrain forming its north-west 
boundary, the interesting and attractive French- 
Spanish (Creole) American city is unique. 


It is flat, saucer shaped, slightly below Mississippi 
level, and protected by a levee. No less than 20 
massive pumping stations throughout the city extract 
rainwater from below the streets and divert it to the 
lake. And rainfall there is normally around 60 inches, 
but this year already exceeds 80 inches, they told 
me. 


The French Quarter, blocks of those distinctive, 
ornate, balconied buildings, is a cross between San 
Diego’s pornographic district and London’s Soho. 
Everything from easy virtue to good food is available. 
Henry Fonda and an Italian film company had taken 
over part of the Quarter to shoot his latest movie, set 
in 1890. A western, made by Italians... 


Beauty abounds in magnificent plantation style 
homes elsewhere in the “‘crescent city’’ and in huge 
live oak trees, lush’grass and spacious parks. The 
mighty river is a chocolate colored, swirling torrent, 
about a half a mile wide. 


Sugar and cotton 


From my window at Loyola of the South I could see 
the Sugar Bowl, the field of Tulane, the next door 
university. It was a reminder that the sugar and 
cotton brought wealth to the south and benefactions to 
learning institutions. Now the city is building a huge 
super-super bowl, covered and air-conditioned, to 
outdo the massive Houston astrodome. 


The Cathedral of St. Louis (King of France) is a 
minor basilica and the oldest Catholic church in the 
United States. Its benefactor, Don Andres Almonaster 
y Roxas, paid for its third rebuilding, and now lies 


buried inside, where Mass is said for him every 
Saturday. ; 


Religious broadcaster No. 1 


We were instructed, in part, by the truly in- 
spirational figure of Father Agnellus Andrew, OFM, 
Britain’s — and the world’s — leading radio and 
television priest. I have know his work for 25 years and 
he has led the field in wholly (and holy) applying 
himself to developing the Church’s potential in this 
vital field of electronic communications. 


No. 1 broadcaster 


Through the BBC he is a household word in Britain. 
His training center, near London, attracts students 
from all over the world. Even Rome sponsors 
scholarships to its courses. He has humility of purpose 
and great knowledge of the medium. He reminded us 
that, like John the Baptist, whose feast we celebrated 
together, we are merely the precursors, not the 
message itself. 


Coordinator for the Institute was San Diego’s own 
Father Ray Bluett, featured in a recent SC article for 
his work on films and TV programs. The Church in 
Louisiana, Alabama and Mississippi feels strongly 
about the value of radio and TV and established, at the 
start of this month, a provincial center covering seven 
dioceses for production and promotion in this elec- 
tronic apostolate. Archbishop Philip Hannan, well 
known for his work with the U.S. bishops’ com- 
munications commission, is backing the regional 
project, as Archbishop of New Orleans. — 


Bury the hatchet

and Rahner to mind. Father Karl Rahner, the German 
Jesuit sharply criticized Swiss-born theologian Father 
Hans Kueng for his book Infallible? An Inquiry, which 
challenged the traditional concept of papal infalli- 
bility. — 


However, the two priests have buried the hatchet — 
a few days in advance of the new Vatican pronoun- 
cement — after three years of bitter debate. Now, in 
an exchange of letters they have agreed that any 
future debate will be based on mutual tolerance. 


Which is what I was always taught debate should be 
based on, anyway. If only we practiced it more.

School crisis 


The recent U.S. Supreme Court decision which 
declared unconstitutional tax credit plans for 
parents of private school children places the 
future of our Catholic schools in greater 
jeopardy than ever. 

Already faced with declining enrollment, con- 
stantly rising costs and growing maintenance 
charges, the world’s greatest private school 
system has received a further stunning blow. 

This is not the place to argue the finer points 
of the court's bewildering judgment. But 
until the ruling is challenged — and defeated 
— the problems of Catholic education will 
grow and more schools may well be forced to 
close. 


We have to look into the future and see where our 
educational system is heading. At both grade 
and high school level the financial strain is 
severe. 5 

If some government help is not available, we 
have the problem of finding other means. 
Raising tuition is probably inevitable — thus 
placing an even greater strain on parents 
already burdened. 

Whether in regular day school or in CCD prog- 
rams, the destiny of Catholic education is in 
the balance. We have a collective responsibil- 
ity for its future.

When God speaks forth a name, that 
name itself takes shape in the very 
speaking of God. Thus, ‘‘God said, ‘Let 
there be light,’ and there was light” 
(Genesis 1:3)! And there is, in fact, 
light now because, as Jesus said, ““My 
Father goes on working and so do I” 
(John 5:17). Man’s dignity comes from 
being a co-creator with God. This is 
what it means to be made “in the 
image of God (Genesis 1:27). As a 
share in this co-creatorship, God 
brought all the animals that he had 
made to man so that man could give 
each a name (Genesis 2:19). To say the 
name then gives one a creative power 
in the relationship. 

When Gabriel announced the savior’s 
birth he gave Mary the name of her son 
(Matthew 1:25) and ‘‘Mary treasured 
all these things and pondered them in 
her heart” (Luke 2:19). The name 
““Jesus’’ means ‘Yahweh © is 
salvation.” Thus, we read in Acts, ‘Of 
all the names in the world given to 
men, this is the only one by which we 
can be saved”’ (4:12): Therefore, in the 
name of Jesus, who is both creator and 


savior, we have a powerful instrument 
for good. 


Moreover, we have a promise at- 
tached to the name of Jesus: 
“Whatever you ask for in my name I 
will do, so that the Father may be 
glorified in the Son” (John 14:13). In 
fact, when we say with faith the name 
of Jesus the Holy Spirit is already at 
work in us. St. Paul assures us ‘‘No one 
can say, ‘Jesus is Lord’ unless he is 
under the influence of the Holy Spirit” 
(Corinthians 12:3). 


Therefore, let the name of Jesus be in 
our hearts in the same way the bird 
flies. Let the wings of trust lift up Jesus 
in a strong affirmation, then coast on 
the wind of the Spirit who gave you the 
faith to say the holy name. In this way 
you will be guided to the will of the 
Father wherein we find the glorious 
freedom of children (Romans 8:19-27).

Renewal and the Middle Catholic. “in fa 
to the average Catholic, some of the 
renewal activities of the youth come very 
close to revolution. 


“Besides, it is the youth who are most 
likely carrying the protest banners, 
strumming guitars at the folk Masses, lead- 
ing the impromptu prayers, quoting from 
Berrigan and Marcuse at Epistle time and 
advocating what appears to be free love 
and a structureless religion. Most middle 
Catholics are openly’ or _ secretly 
threatened by youth. : 


“In or out of the sanctuary, they don’t 
understand them. Moreover, getting back 
to the renewal in the Church, many of the 
youths of today have never consciously 
known the period before renewal. 


“They are its heirs and, as the future 
majority of the country, they will take 
renewal where they will. It behooves us, 
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therefore, to look at the youth situation in 
general and some local domestic Catholic 
problems, in particular.” 


Locally, in the Diocese of San Diego, the 
Department of Youth Activities provides 
a variety of programs, primarily for high- 
school and junior highschool age, and for 
adults who work with youth — to promote 
and implement leadership training. These 

fe. IMPACT, Search for Christian 


Bi-lingual aa bi-cultural Search 
weekends are sponsored by the Padre 
Hidalgo Center for Mexican-American 
youth. 


Last year 12 Search weekends reached 
almost 800 young people of the diocese. A 
fee is requested but where there is real 
hardship and inability to meet the cost, 
the department absorbs the expense, so 
that no young person is turned away. 


A Juvenile Hall apostolate “Youth and 
the Law,” active mainly in San Diego 
County, is a joint effort of the youth 
department and the diocesan CCD office. 
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Youth: How are we reaching them? 


CCD classes, conferences, training prog- 
rams and regular weekly Masses are 
offered as part of the rehabilitation pro- 
cess. 


IMPACT sessions are an _ on-going 
leadership training program focused on 
inter-personal or inter-group communica- 
tions. The program is open to laymen, 
laywomen, priests and sisters working 
with youth. 


Through a variety of group and paired 
activities, people are brought into contact 
with each other, to talk and listen and 
learn how to get along in a group setting. 
It is designed to help develop communica- 
tion and a positive awareness of oneself 
and others.

are “Let’s Get Together,” spear 
the Newman Apostolate campus ministry 
and BOSS — Big Old Sharing Session — 
started about five years ago on the Univer- 
sity of San Diego campus. 


“Let’s Get Together” weekends bring 
together young persons from different 
campuses into a community of Christian 
fellowship: and commitment, but are not 
confined to college students. 


BOSS weekends — now spread to San 
Bernardino — are designed to meet the 
needs of students and help them confront 
their problems. Youths are given the 
chance to gain insight into themselves, 
their religion and the world. 


Youth Sunday liturgies and celebrations 
and special evenings of recollection are 
also planned by the youth department. On 
the parish level, youth liturgies and 
paraliturgical services are mainly the 
responsibility of Teen Groups and CYO. 


“Job banks” in San Diego and San Ber- 
nardino offices help provide information 
for employers seeking student help and 
students seeking summer employment. 


Monthly newsletters maintain communi- 
cations between the diocesan groups and 
parishes, and youth. Youth involvement in 
the Synod is encouraged and explained.

Divorce rate 
in state less” 
than expected

THERE HAS been no flood 
of marriage dissolutions in 
California since the state 
liberalized its divorce laws 
in 1969, according to the 
State Department of Health. 


Although there were’ in- 
creases in divorces during 
1970-71, an analysis of data 
indicates the change in law 
was not responsible. 

“A high point in California 
divorces and annulments 
occurred in 1970 and 1971, 
when a total of more than 
221,000 were granted,” the 
department reported. 


“THIS WAS 40 to 45 
thousand divorces above 
what might have been 
expected if the law had not 
been changed. Timing 
changes in the new law’s 
procedures and a reduction 
in the number of California 
couples’ obtaining Nevada 
divorces apparently ac- 
counted for the upsurge in 
dissolutions. 

“Taken together, these 
factors. reduced to virtually 
zero the difference between 
what could have been 
expected during the two 
years, without a law change, 
and what actually occurred. 

“There is, therefore, no 
basis for concluding that the 
statutory changes led to any. 
increase in marital dissolu- 
tions among Californians.”

The Word made flesh 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... communications and com- 
municating and the importance of 
conveying what lies beneath the simple 
structure of words. 


When I was a child, I discovered a 
kind of revelation in — of all things. — 
that old jungle classic, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’ tale Tarzan of the Apes. 
Those of us feminist enough to admit 
reading boys’ adventure stories, will 
remember the description of the ape- 
boy defining symbols and using them to 
denote words and meaning. 


For the first time the concept of 
words as symbols of thoughts ranged 
beside my realization of letters as 
symbols of sounds. For some reason 
the idea seemed tremendously ex- 
citing. 

LATER, AS THE habit of reflection 
grew, it became apparent to me that 
there was more to it than mere sym- 
bolism — that the word could have a 
power and a communication of its own. 


At that point, the time was ripe for a 


stumble into the gospel of St. John and | 


the shattering realization that the word 
might also be endowed with per- 
sonality, authority and character. 


In the beginning was the Word; the 
Word was with God and the Word was 


God. He was with God in the beginning, ~ 


through him all things came to be. It 
was — it is — mind-boggling! 


THE ANCIENT JEWS believed that 
the word of a person was imbued with 


~ his being — it was, in effect, himself. 
~The Word of God was God, the ex 
pression of his being. ssa 


This was something far beyond a 
learned arrangement of symbols in 
speech, here was a quality of self. To 
speak was to give of yourself in a very 
personal, unique way. 


Almost unconsciously, we, too, retain 
this concept. To ‘‘give one’s word”’ still

connotes a serious personal com- 
mitment. We may be held to a spoken 
promise with every justification — 
even under some circumstances, in a 
court of law. 


THEN WHAT WE say and how we’ 
say it becomes of utmost importance. 
It is vital, not only to our relationships 
with each other, but also to our stan- 
ding with ourselves. In the interests of 
our own integrity and respect for 
others, we must truly be what we say. 


Perhaps that is why Christ called 
Beelzebub a “‘liar from the beginning.” 
From the beginning Christ was the true 
Word. From the beginning, the words, 
the communication, the image of 
Satan, were false — as false as he 
himself. 


And in that falsehood he seals his 
eventual fate. To be false to one’s 
being, when that being is of God, can 
only lead to destruction. 


THE “MERE POLITENESS” of 
brief, social interchange can be ex- 
cused if they appear detached, shallow 
and without significance. Yet even 
then, sincerity in their expression may 
awaken an unexpected intimacy, a 
sense of real contact. 


Sincerity is the keynote of com- 
munication. Whatever the subject, the 
opinion — even if there is conflict of 
ideas — true sincerity affects both 
speaker and listener. Our sincerity too, 
should increase our realization of the 
sincerity of other views, other persons. 


Communication is always more than 
words. Christ, whose whole mission 
was to communicate his knowledge. of 
God and his utter forgiveness, found it 
necessary to give himself totally, even 
to death. The Word was so integral to 
his being. He could do no less. 

TO COMMUNICATE is to deposit 
something of oneself and hopefully to 
receive something of another — of 
those with whom we communicate.

Please!

Question: 
In a newspaper report I read that a 
POW was told that confession is not 
necessary because absolution is 
given at the altar and fasting doesn’t 
count. Does the Pope approve? 


A person who believes himself to be guilty 
of mortal sin must confess this; the peniten- 
tial rite at the beginning of the Mass is in 
no way a sacramental absolution. - 


The Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine 
-of the Faith has recognized that “it can 
indeed happen because of particular cir- 
cumstances occasionally occurring that 
general absolution may or even should be 
given to a number of penitents without pre- 
vious individual confession,” as for exam- 
ple the danger of death or serious necessity. 
The congregation further instructs: 


“In order that the faithful may take advan- 
tage of general sacramental absolution it is 
absolutely required that they be suitably 
disposed: each should repent of the sins he 
has committed, have the purpose of keeping 
from sin, intend to repair any scandal or 
loss caused, and also have the purpose of con- 
fessing in due time each serious sin that he 
is at present unable to confess.” 
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As for fasting, Ash Wednesday and Good 
Friday are designated days. If this is impos- 
sible, the law obviously does not bind. 


Question: 
When a priest refuses to baptize an 
infant because the parents are not 
practicing Catholics, don’t you think 
that the effect will be either indiffer- 
ence or hatred? 


Possibly. But, on the other hand, it may 
jolt the parents into the realization that 
baptism is neither a social event nor a mere 
family formality. The refusal may serve as 
a mirror held up to them, reflecting the fact 
that their child’s formation will be based 
largely upon their example and conduct. If 
they are content with what they see, if they 
are not concerned about striving for the 
development of a truly Christian environ- 
ment for their child, then they have no busi- 
ness seeking baptism. 


The parents would do well to read the 
revised rite of baptism. In particular they 
should meditate upon these salient instruc- 
tions: 


“To fulfill the true meaning of the sacra- 
ment, children must later be formed in the 
faith in which they have been bap- 


tized. . .Before the celebration of the sacra- 
ment, it is of great importance that parents, 
moved by their own faith. ..should prepare 
to take part in the rite with understand- 
ing. ..After baptism it is the responsibility 
of the parents, in their gratitude to God and 
in fidelity to the duty they have undertaken, 
to enable the child to know God, whose 
adopted child it has become...” 


Conferral of the Sacrament of Baptism is 
serious business demanding convictions 
and determination. If the parents lack suf- 
ficient maturity to understand this, the 
directive is pertinent: “When the parents 
are not yet prepared to profess the faith or 
to undertake the duty of bringing up their 
children as Christians, it is for the parish. 
priest. ..to determine the time for the bap- 
tism of infants.” 


We read in the Apocalypse (3:15-16): “I 
know your conduct. You are not cold; you 
are not hot...And so, because you are 
lukewarm and neither cold nor hot, I am 
going to vomit you out of my mouth.” Harsh 
words, indeed.

Impact felt on the prairie 


Archbishop Quinn among the Oklahomans

OKLAHOMA CITY (NC) — When Bishop John 
R. Quinn, 44, a reserved ex-Californian, moved 
with his mother into the elegant chancery 
residence of the then diocese of Oklahoma City 
and Tulsa in the winter of 1971-72, they. were 
amazed at the uncomplicated friendliness of the 
people. 

Neighbors brought by pies and cakes. People 
smiled. The new bishop, successor to the per- 
missive and beloved Bishop Victor J. Reed, 
began to explore the needs of his new diocese, 
which then covered 69,919 square-miles under 
wide prairie skies. 

The meticulous black-haired prelate had been 
auxiliary bishop of San Diego, from Oct. 21, 1967, 
until being posted to Oklahoma Nov. 18, 1971. He 
went about his tasks with notebook in hand, 
visiting groups of priests Hs one end of the 
state to the other. 


“HE WOULDN’T say much, but he’d take 


voluminous notes,’’ one priest recalled. ‘‘We told 
him a lot of our needs, and he got some direct 
criticism, too. We’d had a lot of confusion here.”’ 


Bishop Quinn’s travels among the Catholics 
who form four percent of the state’s total 
population of 2.5 million people were to pay off 
handsomely. A little unexpectedly, it was an- 
nounced just before last Christmas that the 
diocese would be divided. 


The 46 western farmland counties, including 
the capital, would henceforth become the arch- 
diocese of Oklahoma City with Bishop Quinn 
as archbishop. The area would also be the 
metropolitan See of a new ecclesiastical 
province including the 31-county new diocese of 
Tulsa, headed by Bishop Bernard J. Ganter, 
formerly of Houston, Tex:, and the diocese of 
Little Rock, Ark. 


THE DIVISION and the installation on Feb. 6 
in Our Lady of Perpetual Help Cathedral here of 
Archbishop Quinn was significant in many ways. 
It marked the official 100th anniversary of the 


Catholic Church in Oklahoma. It gave new status 
to a minority Church known publicly here as 
progressive, if sometimes chaotic internally, 
and always outspoken in social action. 


Many of Archbishop Quinn’s flock of 65,000 
Catholics are farmers or small town folks, who 
grew up in one-priest parishes, struggled 
through the Depression together and _ still 
remember the Ku Klux Klan. 


As a result they are close to their clergy — 
usually laymen and clergy have voted along the 
same line, in the diocesan council initiated by 
Bishop Reed right after Vatican II — and 
poignantly aware of the problems of priestly 
isolation, loneliness and lack of communications. 


- Some 40 priests have departed in the last five to’ 


ten years, nine since Archbishop Quinn’s arrival. 


“TO HAVE AN ASSISTANT is a luxury around 
here,”’ commented Father Ferdinand F. Meis, 
65, pastor of Holy Trinity church in Okarche, a 
farm town west of Oklahoma City on the 
Chisholm Trail. ‘“‘We had to give up our high 
school. We had 11 nuns, but eight of them left and 
there were no replacements.” 


Father Meis is a member of Asonbiskon 7 
Quinn’s nine-man Priests’ Senate. The arch- 
bishop has spurred this body into making a 
study of rural life and Church effectiveness. 
Currently, says Father Marvin F. Leven, 47, of 
Enid, president of the Senate, the rural life 
committee is studying “team ministry’ con- 
cepts by which priests in a central location could. 
serve several tiny parishes at once. 


“Rural Oklahoma has declined every year 
since 1930,’’ Archbishop Quinn said in an in- 
terview. ‘‘I don’t know whether the Church has 
done a very good job in this. It’s a big problem. 
People would like to stay on the farms. But you 
can’t make a living on family farms these days. 
So they’re forced to go to the cities.” 


THE ARCHBISHOP — youngest of-his rank in 
the U. S. hierarchy — gives the impression of 
being a middle-road churchman, open to trends 


r) 


of research and change, desirous of frank 
communication and yet a letter-of-the law man 
in ecclesiology. 


He is conscious of being under the microscope 
of bishop-watchers all over the archdiocese, an 
area which after 1965 gained a national 
reputation of being progressive, sometimes 
polarized, and generally on a heady liturgical 
spree after Vatican II. 


“‘T like to think I’m open, but I don’t think I 
could be described as being blank,” he said. 


- “Sometimes by ‘liberal’ you mean ‘blank.’ I 


don’t have a blank mind — and I try to be open to 
new thoughts, currents and ideas. There has to 
be a way something has to be done in the light of 
the need to preserve the unity of the Church.”’ 


The archbishop is a slightly built man, with a 
steady gaze, rather shy, who decided on the 
priesthood when he was 14 and pursued his 
studies in San Diego and at the North American 
College and Gregorian University in Rome. 


HIS CAREER HAS BEEN largely academic: 
president of St. Francis College Seminary and 
rector of Immaculate Heart Seminary School of 
Theology, San Diego, in the early 1960s, with two 
years as a parish priest in San Diego between’ 
1969 to 1971. 


“He already knows how to be a bishop,’’ ob- 
served Father Paul H. Gallatin, pastor of 
Oklahoma City’s integrated Corpus Christi 
parish. “‘Now he’s learning to be a pastor.” 


“T don’t sense any real polarization,” Arch- 
bishop Quinn replied to a question about 
relations between his office and the priests 
scattered across the archdiocese. ‘‘The priests 
are open to me, and there’s no wall impervious to 
me. Of course, they’re still trying to figure me 
out, and I can understand that.”’ 


THE ARCHBISHOP is frequently referred to 
as ‘‘on ‘the way up” the ladder in the U. S. 
hierarchy. He is spoken supportively of ‘‘an 
evening force”’ who is ‘‘pulling things together.”’ 
Liberals, however, say his rigidity hampers 
what they would like to do, and so they are 
discouraged. 


During his first year in office, the archbishop - 
spoke strongly against abortion, endorsed the 
lettuce boycott of Cesar Chavez, protested the 
bombing escalation in Vietnam, and wrote a 
widely circulated pastoral letter on prison 
reform that was well received by state 
authorities. He has enjoyed a ‘“‘friendly”’ 
relationship with the general press. 


In April, Archbishop Quinn proposed to the 
policy-making Pastoral Board — his “‘cabinet”’ 
and a 1968 outgrowth of the then Diocesan 
Council — that a new archdiocesan newspaper 
be started because “we feel the need” for it. 


CONCERNED THAT the Church was ‘‘not 
getting at’ the problems of poverty and 
Oklahoma’s more than 100,000 Indians, Arch- 
bishop Quinn established, with Bishop Ganter, a 
Catholic Indian Affairs Commission. Its 
members are Indian leaders and tribal chiefs. 


“I want to bring the Church into their sorrows 
and their needs,” Archbishop Quinn said. ‘I 
want them to tell us what these are.”’ The Indians 
are the ‘“‘most neglected, most forgotten’”’ among 
American minorities.

Oceania comprises more 
than 10,000 islands scattered 
through the southwestern 
and central Pacific — some 
no bigger than atolls — many 
of which are familiar to 
those who served in the 
Pacific. 


SOME OF THE island 
countries have preserved a 
way of life not very different 
from their ancestors.

The central point of the 
congregation’s declaration 
seems to be a refutation of 
Father Kueng’s views on 
infallibility as recorded in 
his book Infallible? An 
Inquiry. 


FATHER KUENG seems 
to be insisting that the 
teaching authority of the 
Church not only has been in 
error in the past, but that 
Pope Paul missed a won- 
derful opportunity to correct 
the teaching error of Pope 
Pius XI on the natural law 
theory in connection with the 


is clear from the’ 


problem of contraception. 

“It was assumed (by 
Church authorities) that 
admitting certain errors, 
aberrations, deviations and 
mistakes by the Church 
would be attributing them ‘to 
the Holy Spirit,’ Father 
Kueng says in his book. 

“True, God acts on the 
Church through the Holy 
Spirit and is testified to by 
the Church; He founds, 
maintains and rules it; it is 
He who can neither deceive 
nor be deceived. 

“BUT THE HUMAN 
beings who constitute the 
Church can err, 
miscalculate, blunder, 
mishear, misunderstand and 
go astray.” 

In his press conference, 
Archbishop Schroeffer, a 
residential bishop in Ger- 
many before assuming the 
second highest position in the 
Congregation for Catholic 
Education a few years ago, 
clarified the Church’s 
position in regard to error. 


Stating that God alone is 
infallible in ‘‘an absolute and 
universal way,” the arch- 
bishop said that when the 
Church proposes truth 

through its teaching 
authority, this truth ‘is and 
remains immune from error. 

“Such propositions (in- 
fallible’ preneuncements), 
even if they are perfectible 
with regard to. historic 
conditioning and 
language... proclaim the 
truth in an irreversible way. 

“FOR THIS reason they 
do not admit of an interpre- 
tation different from that 
understood at the moment 
in which they were for- 
mulated.”

Father Kueng says 
‘judgment before trial’ 


ROME (NC) Father 
Hans Kueng, the theologian 
generally taken as the 
doctrinal congregation’s 
prime target in its broadside 
against false teaching about 
the Church (See page 1), said 
the congregation has 
disqualified itself ‘“jurid- 
ically and theologically.” 


Swiss-born Father Kueng, 
in a telephone interview with 
NC News from Tuebingen 
University in West Ger- 
many, where he_ teaches 
theology, accused the doc- 
trinal congregation _ of 
passing public judgment 
before trial. 


Father Kueng likened the 


congregation’s ‘Declaration — 


in Defense of the Catholic 
Doctrine’ to President 
Nixon’s’ public comment 
about Charles Manson when 
that hippie leader and 
members of his “family” 
were still on trial for the 
murder of movie actress 
Sharon Tate. 


THE PRIEST said the 
doctrinal congregation’s 
declaration offered ‘‘nothing 


but assertions without valid 
substantiation.” 


As a result, he said, the 
statement made it clear 
“that the Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith is 
not capable of making a 
contribution which will help 
us answer the questions on 
Church, ministry and. in- 
fallibility which are béing 
discussed worldwide.” 

Commenting on a 
statement from the 
Vatican’s press office that 
the doctrinal congregation 
had been in touch by letter 
with Father Kueng about his 
teachings, Father Kueng 
said: ’ 

“T never declined to go toa 
colloquium with the doc- 
trinal congregation. But I 
asked for honorable con- 
ditions, and the congregation 
never answered my letter of 
January 1972, asking again 
for honorable conditions.” 

He repeated what he had 
said in a prepared statement 
about the congregation 
acting as ‘‘plaintiff and 
judge at the same time.”

First Communion before confession 
experiment in the U.S. to end 


WASHINGTON (NC) — An 
experiment in nearly half the 
dioceses of the United States 
of allowing children to 
receive First Holy Com- 
munion before going to 
confession has virtually 
ended with the issuance of a 
new Vatican declaration. 


News of the Vatican action 
calling for an end of the 
experiment throughout the 
world, was sent to U. S. 
bishops in a letter from 
Bishop James S. Rausch, 
general secretary of ~the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 


The Vatican document 
ordered that from the end of 
the 1972-73 scholastic year, 
everyone must return to 
observing the older practice 
of confession before first 
Communion. 


The General Catechetical 
Directory issued by the Holy 
See in 1971 reaffirmed the 
practice of putting con- 
fession ahead of First 
Communion. But it 
recognized the existence of 
the experimental practice of 
reversing the order in some 


Ex-Protestant 
clergy study

But everything 
about these scarecrows is 
too obvious. Far worse, the 
film degenerates into some 
pretty explicit scenes 
depicting the seamy side of 
living on the road. Morally 
objectionable in part for all:

For adults, with reser- 
vations, is The Best Man 
(July 17, NBC) on political 
blackmail in presidential 
campaign. CBS’ competition 
(?) is three re-run TV pilots. 


The Norliss Tapes (July 
18, NBC) TV film on 
phenomena, 
Every Man Needs One (July 
18, ABC) battle-of-the-sexes 
comedy. The viewers lose.
